X ] EE have with unparalleld patience, and forbearance of force, hitherto attended our 
V Subjects Duty, and waitcd the Return of their Obedience, always propofing to Oar 
Selves that Our People would at laſt be undeceived, and withall Datiful Diligence, donble their 
Loyall ReſpeGts to Us, : 

Albeic, We now underſtand that the acqueſts of Rebellion, the Honours and Pay of an Ar- 
my, and the Purchaſers Intereſt, muſt ballance, if not overweigh , the Peace of Our King- 
doms, to which how far We have been condiſcendible and ready in all Our Concernments A- 
broad, that have been mingled with Our peculiar Intereſt, the whole world can bear Us wit- 
nels. 

We conſider that this Subverſion of Our Government came from the many handed Kabble, 
We are loth the puniſhment of it ſhould be derived by ſome Incendiaries of the ſame Rank up- 
on the Whole. And therefore We have thought fit ro publiſh - co all Our Liege People, 
That they preſume not (upon danger of incurring the Penalties of High Treaſon , to be 'in- 
flifted upon them according to the Laws of Our Realm) to Promote, Counſel, or Abet 
any Treaſonable Pradtiſes or Defigns againſt Our Royal Eſtate and Dignity, to the fur- 
ther prolonging the Jamentable and deplorable Ruines of this Our Church and Kingdom : 
No way doubting, but that the gracious Goodneſs of GOD will finde an Expedient to
